Among other things, Newby brought a quantity of St. Patrick halfpennies and supposedly convinced the state legislature to accept the 
coins for small transactions. Research is ongoing as to the relationship and origin of the farthings and halfpennies. This chocolate-brown piece is

No abrasions 
are detected, only a hint of verdigris on the middle reverse ship and 
a faint retained lamination (as made) on the reverse field near 1 
o’clock.

This reverse was sunk too deeply, and as a result, the relief 
is usually softly defined. On this piece, however, it appears extra 
care was taken in its manufacture and the reverse is well brought 
up, except on the uppermost portions of the drapery. 

The exceptionally fine condition of this coin was noted by 
Charles Bushnell, who covered the piece with a thin layer of 
shellac to preserve the color. Both obverse and reverse are slightly 
off center with extra flan on the left portion of each side and 
some of the lettering cut off on the right side. The surfaces are 
a lovely medium brown with faint portions of mint red still in 
evidence in the more protected areas. There are no detracting 
abrasions or copper spots in evidence.

The Carson City Mint struck 228,000 Morgan dollars in 
1885 during its first couple of months. Then, on March 8, 1885, 
Mint Superintendent James Crawford — overweight, unable to 
sleep soundly, and with a “throbbing heart” — died, at age 52. 
The facility ceased coinage operations for four years. According 
to Rusty Goe in The Mint on Carson Street: 


“Throughout 1885 the new superintendent, William 
Garrard, scorned by locals, supervised transfers of nearly 3.2 
million silver dollars to Washington, D.C., San Francisco, 
and other distribution points, nearly all of which were 


dated 1882, 1883, 1884, and 1885.” 


The dispersal of those Carson City dollars accounts for their 
prevalence today, coming back out of storage during the great 
Treasury releases (and later GSA sales) of the 1960s and 1970s. 

Despite four years of dormancy and disrepair, when the Carson 
City Mint finally started back up in 1889, it managed to strike a 
respectable total of 350,000 1889-CC Morgan dollars. However, 
according to Goe, from 250,000 to 325,000 pieces were later melted. 
If true, that would leave a maximum of 100,000 and a minimum of 
25,000 business strikes that were ever released to circulation. 

In an earlier era other CC-mint issues were considered more 
elusive, but the Treasury releases finally made plain the great 
rarity of the 1889-CC date. The typical survivor is a cleaned VF. 
Among the several hundred known Uncirculated examples, MS62 
is the median grade. Near-Gems are rare relative to the formidable 
demand from Carson City specialists. 

The present brilliant Choice dollar is well-struck and exhibits 
sweeping cartwheel luster. The obverse shows delicate distributed 
contact marks, with only a small reed impression between the LI 
in LIBERTY of any notice. The reverse is smooth aside from an 
unobtrusive mark on the eagle’s breast.

Deposits of silver at the United 
States Mint declined in 1895 from much higher levels the year 
before. The most significant deposits of this precious metal 
came from crude and refined bullion, worn domestic coinage, 
foreign bullion, and “Jewelers’ bars, old plate, etc.” Smaller 
amounts came from foreign coinage and a few hundred Trade 
dollars, the latter of which had been out of production in any 
official capacity since 1883. The lower silver deposits reflected 
normal business for the Mint in 1895, not inflated by legislative 
demands such as the Bland-Allison Act of 1878 or the Sherman 
Silver Purchase Act of 1890. The Mint Director’s Annual Report 
of 1895 stated: 


“Since November 1, 1893, the date of the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the act of July 14, 1890, the purchase 
of silver bullion by the Government has been restricted 
to the silver contained in gold deposits, small fractions 
of silver for return in fine bars, the amount retained in 
payment for charges, surplus silver bullion returned by the 
operative officers of the mints on the annual settlement of 
their accounts at the close of the fiscal year, and uncurrent 
and mutilated domestic silver coin...” 


The result was a significant drop-off in silver dollar production 
that began in 1893 and continued through 1895. In the latter 
year, the two operating branch mints at New Orleans and San 
Francisco struck just 450,000 and 400,000 dollars, respectively. The 
Philadelphia Mint, according to a Mint report, struck only 12,000 
coins for circulation, plus 880 proofs for collectors. While the 
branch mint productions are uncontested, the 12,000-coin mintage 
at Philadelphia has been the subject of debate that will likely 
never be fully resolved. One school of thought is that the small 
mintage was an accounting error and actually referred to 1894- 
dated coins, with only 880 proofs actually struck bearing the 1895 
date. The other theory suggests that the 12,000 circulation strikes 
were destroyed at the Mint, possibly as late as the 1918 Pittman 
Act melts. Both scenarios arrive at the same conclusion: The 1895 
Morgan dollar is known today only in proof format.

In July 1895, the three operating mints and Carson City (not 
operational since 1893) held slightly more than 100 million silver 
dollars for ready distribution, of which only a little more than 
723,000 were distributed throughout the fiscal year, mainly from 
the San Francisco Mint. A lack of significant commercial need, 
combined with the staggering volume of coins already on hand, 
resulted in small mintages at each of the operating Mints in 1895. 
The Sherman Silver Purchase Act of 1890 had been repealed in 
1893, removing the legislative mandate to coin unneeded silver 
dollars. 

San Francisco struck 400,000 Morgan dollars dated 1895, and 
New Orleans 450,000 — both issues being semikey dates today. 
According to a Mint report, Philadelphia produced just 12,000 
circulation strikes, and some research suggests that this small

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the 1895 Morgan dollar is one of the most mysterious and 
controversial issues in American numismatics. Mint records 
indicate 12,000 business-strike examples were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint in June of 1895, to complement a nominal 
proof mintage of 880 specimens struck throughout the year (290 in 
March, 180 in May, 90 in September, and 320 in December). Other 
records indicate five obverse and four reverse dies were prepared by 
the Engraving Department to produce proof dollars in 1895, but 
none were produced to strike regular-issue coins. The fact that no 
business strike dies were produced and the regular issue mintage 
took place at the end of the fiscal year, in June, has convinced many 
numismatists that no business-strike 1895 Morgan dollars were ever 
struck. They believe the 12,000-coin entry in June represents coins 
dated 1894, carried forward to balance the books at the end of the 
fiscal year. Supporting this theory is the fact that no business-strike 
1895 Morgan dollar has ever been confirmed in any collection, 
down to the present day. 

Writing in Coin Values magazine in September 2006, Roger 
W. Burdette suggests an alternative explanation for the lack of 
business strikes. He notes six circulation strike and four proof 
Morgan dollars were submitted to the 1896 Assay Commission, 
according to their official report. Two business strike coins were 
tested and destroyed. Burdette notes the legal purpose of the Assay 
Commission was to verify the prior year’s coinage for weight and 
fineness and they would have been acting outside the law to test 
coins dated 1894, or any date other than 1895. From this, he 
concludes the 12,000 coins produced in June were actually 1895- 
dated regular issue coins, struck using one of the proof die pairs, 
but with none of the planchet polishing, etc., which would have 
accompanied a proof mintage. One explanation for the missing 
business strikes is that the 12 bags containing the entire mintage 
were stored in government vaults, and later melted under the 
provisions of the Pittman Act in 1918. Of course, this explanation 
leaves open the hope that one of the four untested business strikes 
from the Assay Commission might surface someday, if one of the 
commission members purchased it for his collection. As time 
passes, this seems increasingly unlikely. 

Whatever the explanation for the missing business strikes, the 
rarity of the 1895 Morgan dollar has been recognized ever since the 
coins were struck. It was fairly common for 19th century collectors 
to update their collections every year by purchasing proof sets from 
the Philadelphia Mint. One such collector was FE Merritt Alden, 
who had an unbroken run of silver and minor proof sets from 1859 
to 1895 when his collection was sold by the Chapman brothers 
in April of 1896. The Chapman’s description of lot 161 reads, 
“1895 Brilliant proof set. Dollar rare. 6 pieces.” It is telling that 
the Chapmans singled out the rarity of the dollar only four months 
after the final coins were issued. 

The present Gem proof is sharply struck, and exhibits full 
definition on the breast feathers. The brilliant fields are brightly 
mirrored, and contrast with the icy motifs and legends. Patient 
inspection beneath a lens is required to locate even the most trivial 
imperfections. Worthy of the most advanced collection of the ever- 
popular Morgan series.

Certified Zerbe 
proofs tend to be from VAM-1AG or VAM-47 dies, and do not 
show all characteristics of proof Morgan dollars of earlier dates in 
the series. 

The Chapman proofs are much less controversial, and have the 
appearance of proof Morgan dollars from the early 20th century. 
Relative to the 1921 Morgan dollars made for commerce, the 
wreath is unusually well-struck. The dentils are squared off, and 
the hair above the ear shows nearly full detail. The surfaces lack 
the bagmarks characteristic of even the highest-graded business 
strikes. The fields are nicely mirrored. Leroy Van Allen has not 
assigned a VAM number to the Chapman proofs, but die markers 
(as listed at VAMworld.com) include a diagonal line above the first 
T in STATES, and another die line between the wreath and the 
right-side star. Both diagnostic die lines are clearly visible on the 
present lot, a brilliant and beautiful Gem. No flaws are apparent, 
and the eye appeal is remarkable. 

Breen (1988) states that the Zerbe proofs were coined first. 
When Henry Chapman learned of their existence, he paid a visit 
to George Morgan, still employed at the Philadelphia Mint 43 years 
after his namesake design was first issued. Chapman, per Breen, 
compelled Morgan to strike 10 proofs, “thus creating one of the 
major rarities of this century with the Morgan dollars’ final gasp.” 
Q. David Bowers (1993) called the issue “exceedingly rare. Perhaps 
only 15 were struck.” 

As of (5/18), NGC has certified 23 examples as Chapman 
proofs, mostly as PR63 and PR64. PCGS has certified 42 pieces as 
Chapman proofs, generally in PR62 through PR64. Although the 
combined total of 65 pieces is multiples of the estimated mintage, 
it is likely that several examples have been submitted several 
times during the past 30-plus years of third-party grading. It is also 
possible that some of the coins certified as Chapman proofs are 
actually Zerbe proofs, a separately collected variety. Bowers (2016) 
wrote that “I have only seen a handful in 65 years that I would call 
mirrored Chapman proofs.” There is no doubt about the Chapman 
proof status of the present prominently mirrored specimen.

This delightful 
Gem exhibits sharply detailed design elements throughout and the 
virtually flawless orange-gold surfaces show unbroken matte luster 
on both sides. A single dark alloy spot near the eagle’s head acts 
as a pedigree marker. We expect intense competition from series 
specialists when this lot is called.

At 
first glance, these appear to be clash marks from the shield, but they 
are instead interesting damage to the obverse die, reminiscent of 
the 1804 “Spiked Chin” half cent. Although most 1801 BD-2 tens 
exhibit these parallel lines, their cause is unknown. Perhaps a metal 
object, such as a file, was inadvertently struck into the obverse 
die. A newly fed planchet prevented the object from impacting 
the reverse die.

The PCGS number ending in 92 
suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, 
that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this 
coin has the details of an AU specimen that has been cleaned 
and polished. The obverse die is common to all six 1803 varieties, 
while the reverse was previously used to strike 1801 BD-2 eagles. 
We note some light adjustment marks along the reverse margins 
and a few small marks above the Liberty’s cap. A cigar-shaped 
strike-through divides the T in LIBERTY. Numerous hairlines exist 
from the cleaning and the fields are bright and reflective, yet sharp 
definition remains on the motifs and pleasing orange-gold color 
adds appeal.

Details. When President Roosevelt tasked sculptor Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens to participate in the redesign of several denominations, 
he was insistent that the artist employ an Indian headdress in some 
regard. In the spring of 1907 it was decided that the motif would 
appear on the new ten dollar gold coin. Soon after Saint-Gaudens’ 
untimely death later that year, the president mandated that a small 
quantity of these 1907 Wire Rim tens be produced (the reported 
net distribution is 472 pieces), even if further modification needed 
to be made later to reduce the relief for regular circulation strikes. 
Consequently, this is the version that most closely resembles Saint- 
Gaudens’ artistic intention, and it is highly prized as such. 

This is an accessible example for collectors who might not 
otherwise be in the running for one of these impressive High Relief 
tens. Subdued yellow-gold surfaces show myriad wispy hairlines 
from an improper cleaning. Contact marks appear within the 
headdress feathers, in front of the mouth, and elsewhere, but the 
appeal of this offering persists. 


3252 1909 MS65+ NGC. From a smallish mintage of 184,789 pieces, 
the 1909 Indian eagle is an underrated issue, outside of series 
specialists. The 1909 can be located in lower Uncirculated grades 
with a little patience, but the issue is elusive at the MS65 grade 
level, and finer coins are condition rarities. This Plus-graded Gem 
exhibits sharply detailed design elements throughout. The orange- 
gold surfaces are unusually well-preserved, as most examples seen 
display many scattered, minor abrasions from rough storage and 
shipping.

ten dollar gold piece to be uncollectible, then the rarest potentially 
accessible key date in the Saint-Gaudens Indian Head eagle series 
is the 1920-S. Although the San Francisco Mint manufactured 
a healthy quantity of ten dollar gold coins in 1920, Bowers notes 
that it “is virtually a certainty that nearly all of the 126,500 pieces 
minted were held by Treasury Department and melted after 1933.” 
He adds: “Relatively few must have seen actual distribution, either 
domestically or in international commerce. No hoards are known, 
not even small ones.” 

No ten dollar gold coins had been struck at any mint facility 
since 1916. Production resumed four years later, but the timing was 
not exactly ideal. In 1920, the United States was going through a 
post-war recession, and there was little demand for these relatively 
large gold coins in commerce. So why were any eagles struck in 
1920? Part of the reason is that by law, one-third of outstanding 
gold certificates had to be backed by gold coinage held in reserves. 
One of the main flaws of the Gold Standard was that it was not 
responsive to the needs of the American economy during the late- 
19th and early-20th centuries. This is a perfect example. 

Survival estimates for the 1920-S range from 110 to 145 pieces 
extant. Unsurprisingly, most known examples are in Uncirculated 
condition, and the few circulated pieces typically grade AU. 
Distribution across the various Mint State levels is fairly even, with 
MS62 being the grade with the most submissions at PCGS. 

As usual, the TY in LIBERTY and the eagle’s legs and talons are 
softly defined, but detail is good on the lowest headdress feathers. 
Light yellow-gold surfaces are brightly frosted and appealing for 
the grade. An expected number of bagmarks are present on each 
side, one of which is in the shape of a star left of Liberty’s forehead 
from direct contact with another ten dollar gold piece. One other 
noteworthy tick occurs on the cheek, but the obverse is generally 
smooth.

in 1854, most of the bullion from the California gold fields 
went to that facility for coinage and bullion deposits dropped 
precipitously at the New Orleans Mint. Accordingly, only small 
mintages of double eagles were turned out at the New Orleans 
Mint after that time. Only 6,600 O-mint Liberty double eagles 
were coined in 1860, the third-smallest production total 
of the New Orleans series. The coins were all released into 
circulation at the time of issue and circulated widely in domestic 
and overseas trade. It is doubtful that any coins were saved 
by contemporary collectors, as there was little numismatic 
interest in high-denomination gold coins in general, and branch 
mint issues in particular. As might be expected, the 1860-O is 
extremely rare in high grade today. Only two specimens have 
been certified in Mint State grades, both at NGC. One is the 
MS60 Prooflike example that was recovered from the wreck of 
the S.S. Republic. The other is the present coin, graded MS61 
by NGC. 

Collecting double eagles did not become popular in this 
country until after the Gold Recall of 1933, because the high 
face value of each coin made setting aside a comprehensive 
date run of twenties too expensive for all but the most 
affluent collectors. The 1860-O began appearing at auction 
soon after the presidential order took effect, however, with a 
typical offering in the General Walter D. McCaw and Other 
Collections (Thomas Elder, 1/1934), lot 2250: 


“1860. $20. New Orleans Mint. Extremely fine. A very rare 
coin with a very small coinage and next to last year at this 
mint.” 


The present coin is the finest-certified example of this elusive 
O-mint date. The design elements are much sharper than the 
norm for the issue, which is known as something of a strike rarity. 
Liberty’s hair is unusually sharp on this piece and only star 3 shows 
slight softness on the obverse. The reverse devices are sharply 
rendered throughout. Like many examples seen, the yellow-gold 
surfaces display much prooflike reflectivity in the fields and show 
the expected number of minor contact marks for the grade.

CoinFacts estimating the surviving population at just 40-60 pieces. 

The present coin is an attractive specimen, with just a touch of 
wear on the strongly impressed design elements. The orange-gold 
surfaces are lightly abraded, aside from a long scratch through the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing that constitutes the noted damage. Traces 
of original mint luster are evident in the protected areas. This lot 
represents an important opportunity for double eagle collectors 
seeking to fill this challenging hole in their sets.

The 1924-S Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle claims a mintage of more than 2.9 million pieces, but the 
issue is scarce in all grades in today’s market, and coins at the Gem 
level are major rarities. Most of the large mintage was melted after 
the Gold Recall of 1933, rendering the official production figures 
irrelevant. In fact, during the decade of the 1940s, the 1924-S 
was regarded as the rarest date of the series, with prominent coin 
dealers like B. Max Mehl and Abe Kosoff estimating the surviving 
population at just 3-6 pieces. Fortunately for present-day collectors, 
a number of coins were discovered in European banks, beginning in 
the 1950s, causing the 1924-S and many other double eagle issues 
to become more available. Currently, PCGS and NGC combined 
have certified more than 1,000 coins in all grades, but that total 
undoubtedly includes many duplicate submissions. 

On the other hand, when collectors seek a truly high-quality 
example of the 1924-S, they find the situation has changed little 
from the early days of the 1940s. The coins found in European 
holdings were subjected to the rigors of transport and storage in 
bags with other large gold coins. Few examples escaped without 
significant surface marks, and the great majority are in lower 
Uncirculated grades, below MS64. At the Gem level, the same 
handful of pristine survivors that were in the hands of collectors in 
the 1940s constitute the available supply today. PCGS has graded 
only seven coins in MS65, with a single piece finer at MS67 (5/18). 
Even these small totals probably include some resubmissions and 
crossovers. 

The present coin is a spectacular Gem, with well-detailed 
design elements and vibrant mint luster. The light orange-gold 
surfaces display attractive rose highlights, and only the most minor 
signs of contact are evident. As in the historic days of the 1940s, 
specimens of this quality are seldom encountered.

Robert Aitken’s Numismatic Masterpiece

The Panama-Pacific Exposition was larger and more prestigious 
than any previous major fair held in America. The occasion of 
the event was the completion of the Panama Canal, and the 
exposition also served to celebrate the rebirth of San Francisco 
after a devastating earthquake and fire in 1906. Moreover, the 
series of commemorative coins issued for the Pan-Pac Exposition 
not only surpassed those of previous expositions in number but 
also in artistic merit and numismatic significance. Art was a 
central theme of the Pan-Pac Exposition, and great care was 
taken in selecting appropriate designs for the commemorative 
coins, which included four denominations in five different 
types. The authorizing legislation read in part: 


“The words, devices, and designs upon said coins shall be 
determined and prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and all provisions of law relative to the coinage and legal- 
tender value of all other gold and silver coins shall be 
applicable to the coins issued under and in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act; and one-half of the issue of 
$50 gold coins herein authorized shall be similar in shape 
to the octagonal $50 gold pieces issued in California in 
eighteen hundred and fifty-one; and the entire issue of 
said $50, $2.50, and $1 coins herein authorized shall be 
sold and delivered by the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition Company at par, 
under rules and regulations and in amounts to be prescribed 
by him.” 


From the beginning, Robert Aitken’s design for the fifty 
dollar gold piece was viewed with moderate enthusiasm by 
the Commission of Fine Arts, but Treasury Secretary William 
McAdoo was only satisfied with the work after Aitken made minor 
adjustments that included the removal of a spider web element in 
the design that McAdoo believed was “not accepted as a symbol 
of industry, if that was the artist’s meaning, but the contrary.” 
Aitken’s use of Minerva, goddess of wisdom and agriculture, and 
her owl, a symbol of wisdom, along with a Roman numeral date, 
recalled the classic designs of ancient Greek coinage and art, which 
heavily influenced much of the art and architecture throughout the 
Exposition grounds. 

As the Act of January 16, 1915, dictated, the fifty dollar gold 
piece was issued in two varieties — one round, the other octagonal, 
being modeled after the “slugs” struck by the U.S. Assay Office in 
San Francisco during the California Gold Rush. Aitken prepared 
only one design for both varieties, a decision that is generally 
attributed to the swiftness with which the Mint sought to have 
the coins in production. However, on the octagonal version, in 
the angles created around the border by the unique planchet 
shape, Aitken placed swimming dolphins, which were described 
as representing the uninterrupted water route made possible by the 
Panama Canal. 

Coinage of the fifty dollar gold pieces was limited to 1,500 
examples of each variety, of which only 483 round and 645 
octagonal pieces were distributed. The remaining coins were 
melted after the close of the Exposition. Surviving examples of 
either variety are highly sought-after today and represent the 
crowning acquisition of any classic commemorative coin collector. 
This octagonal piece, although graded only MS62, delivers eye 
appeal suggestive of a higher grade. Both sides are straw-gold and 
luminous, and only under a loupe do faint lines and few marks 
become noticeable. Truly an outstanding example of this storied 
and important classic commemorative issue.

the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 


9. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve 
the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller's and buyer’s premium) and any other 
damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from 
any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation 
rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, 
or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.
